with the American educa¬

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Novice unearths 
huge gold nugget 
Down Under 

MELBOURNE (AFP) - An 
amateur prospector has made 
the find of a lifetime in south¬ 
ern Australia, unearthing a 
gold nugget weighing about 
five kilograms (12 pounds) just 
outside the town of Ballarat, 
reports said this past week. 
The Y-shaped deposit was 
found with a hand-held metal 
detector at a depth of a little 
over 60 centimetres (24 
inches), according to a video 
of the find posted on YouTube. 
’’The prospector said it 
sounded like the bonnet of a 
car through the headphones," 
wrote TroyAurum, who up¬ 
loaded the video. 

"It was lying flat (broad side 
up) and he carefully dug it up." 
The find, made at a popular 
prospecting site outside Bal¬ 
larat 110 kilometres (65 miles) 
from Melbourne, was con¬ 
firmed by the owner of the 
town’s gold shop, Cordell 
Kent. 

Kent said the nugget was ex¬ 
pected to fetch more than 
Aus$300,000 (US$315,340). 
The prospector wished to re¬ 
main anonymous.

President Barack Obama 
took the oath of office Sun¬ 
day to begin his second term 
at a simple ceremony 
stripped of the hope and his¬ 
toric promise that greeted his 
inauguration four years ago.

Obama, 51, will embark on 
a second term at a time of 
deep partisan division in 
Washington, and will face for¬ 
eign crises testing his legacy, 
including Iran’s nuclear pro¬ 
gram and resurgent Islamist 
militancy in North Africa. 

Obama took the oath of 
office on Sunday to comply 
with the US Constitution, 
which dictates his first term 
ends at noon on January 20. 

Tradition states that when 
that date falls on a Sunday, a 
private swearing-in is fol¬ 
lowed on Monday by the 
public festivities, including 
the second oath taking, the 
address, parade and glittering 
inaugural balls.

Snow causes more cancellations 
at Heathrow airport 


LONDON (AFP) - London’s 
Heathrow Airport warned of 
further flight cancellations on 
Monday which would leave 
thousands more passengers 
stranded in the fourth day of 
delays after heavy snow 
swept across Britain. 

The airport, one of the 
world's busiest, cancelled 260 
flights on Sunday, the equiv¬ 
alent of 20 percent of its 
usual schedule. Meanwhile 
the Eurostar train service also 
cancelled four trains due to 
snow and ice. 

As the bad weather that 
began on Friday looks set to 
continue into next week, 
Heathrow said it was can¬ 
celling ten percent of flights 
planned for Monday. 

"Latest forecasts for to¬ 


morrow show a high proba¬ 
bility of low visibility condi¬ 
tions. This will reduce the 
capacity of the airport and 
without action would cause 
significant disruption to pas¬ 
sengers and flights,” a state¬ 
ment said. 

It said the cancellations 
today would allow more time 
for other aircraft to take off 
and land, reducing the likeli¬ 
hood that there would be last- 
minute cancellations that 
would cause even more dis¬ 
ruption to travellers. 

Britain is braced for a con¬ 
tinuation of the bad weather 
which has left hundreds of 
homes without power, closed 
schools and caused transport 
chaos in recent days, with sev¬ 
eral weather warnings in place. 


Rahul Gandhi seeks to woo 
'young and impatient India 1 


Jaipur, India (AFP) - Rahul 
Gandhi, newly named to the 
number two post in India's 
ruling Congress party, Sun¬ 
day delivered a powerful call 
for change to meet the aspira¬ 
tions of the nation's "young 
and impatient” population. 

”We have to rethink and 
transform our system and the 
country,” Gandhi, 42, told 
party members as Congress 
ended a three-day brain¬ 
storming session in the north¬ 
western city of Jaipur ahead 
of 2014 elections. 

Congress must listen to 
the voice of a "young and im¬ 
patient” India to ensure they 


do not feel alienated from the 
political system, he said, a 
day after being unanimously 
voted party vice president. 

The scion of the Nehru- 
Gandhi dynasty, whose fam¬ 
ily has given India three 
prime ministers, is now sec¬ 
ond in the Congress hierar¬ 
chy behind his mother Sonia, 
who is president.

Colombia's FARC 
rebels end ceasefire 


Castro sued in Chile 
over Pinochet-era 
arms 



HAVANA (AFP) - Colombia’s 
FARC rebels announced Sun¬ 
day the end of a two-month 
unilateral ceasefire declared in 
November at the outset of talks 
in Cuba aimed at ending Latin 
America's longest-running in¬ 
surgency. 

The Revolutionary Armed 
Forces of Colombia (FARC) 
have said they are willing to 
extend the ceasefire, due to ex¬ 
pire at midnight on Sunday, if 
the Colombian government 
agrees to a bilateral truce. 

But President Juan Manuel 
Santos and his government 
have rejected that idea from 
the start, portraying the cease¬ 
fire as a negotiation tactic and 
preferring to maintain military 
pressure on the FARC during 
the negotiations. 

Marquez, the FARC num¬ 
ber two, urged the Colombian 
government to reconsider "the 
possibility of a bilateral cease¬ 
fire and cessation of hostilities, 
to surround the peace talks 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
young man has been arrested 
and charged in the murder of 
five people, including three 
children, in the southwestern 
US state of New Mexico, po¬ 
lice said Sunday. 

Police said in a statement 
they found the bodies of an 
adult male and female and two 
girls and a boy described as 
"juveniles," all dead from mul¬ 
tiple gunshot wounds, when 
they arrived at an Albuquerque 
home late Saturday. 

Aaron Williamson, a 
spokesman for the Bernalillo 
County Sheriffs Office, told 
AFP "multiple" weapons were 
found at the scene, including a 
"military-type assault rifle," 


with a calm atmosphere." 

The Colombian military 
says it has registered at least 
52 violations by the rebels 
over the past two months. 

On Friday, Colombian po¬ 
lice accused the FARC of seiz¬ 
ing a shipment of explosives, 
which it claimed they planned 
to use for attacks against secu¬ 
rity forces after the ceasefire 
ended. 

Both the Colombian gov¬ 
ernment and independent ex¬ 
perts have noted a significant 
decrease in overall violence 
compared to the same period a 
year ago. 

This is the fourth attempt to 
end the bloodshed, and the 
first new bid in a decade. 

The FARC was set up in 
1964 as an agrarian and anti¬ 
imperialist outfit determined to 
redistribute land to the poor. Its 
fighters take refuge in Colom¬ 
bia's vast expanses of remote 
jungles. 


adding that the investigation 
was still under way. 

The police statement said a 
"male juvenile" is in custody, 
charged with two counts of 
murder and three counts of 
"child abuse resulting in 
death." 

The identities of the suspect 
and the victims have not been 
made public. Local media re¬ 
ported that the suspect was 15 
years old. 

The shooting came days 
after US President Barack 
Obama unveiled a series of 
sweeping measures aimed at 
addressing gun violence in the 
wake of last month's school 
shooting in Newtown, Con¬ 
necticut. 


Bodies 
of 25 
hostages 
found in 
Algeria 
gas plant 

ALGIERS (AFP) - The bodies 
of 25 hostages seized by Is¬ 
lamists were found on Sunday 
inside a remote gas plant in the 
Algerian Sahara desert, media 
said a day after special forces 
swooped to end a deadly 72- 
hour stand-off. 

Citing security sources, 
Anis Rahmani, director of the 
private television channel En- 
nahar, told AFP the army dis¬ 
covered "the bodies of 25 
hostages" as they sought to se¬ 
cure the sprawling site. 

But a definitive final toll re¬ 
mains unclear. 

Popular French-language 
daily El Watan said, citing se¬ 
curity sources, that "30 other 
bodies," of foreign and Alger¬ 
ian hostages, as well as sol¬ 
diers, had been found by the 
special forces at the gas com¬ 
plex. 

The discovery came in ad¬ 
dition to the preliminary offi¬ 
cial death toll, the paper said, 
adding it "confirmed" com¬ 
ments made earlier by Com¬ 
munications Minister 

Mohamed Said, who warned 
of the number rising. 

"I fear that it (the toll) may 
be revised upward," after at 
least 23 foreigners and Algeri¬ 
ans, mostly hostages, were 
killed during the four-day 
hostage crisis, Said told a 
radio station. 



SANTIAGO (AFP) - A group 
of retired Chilean military of¬ 
ficers sued Cuban President 
Raul Castro on Friday, accus¬ 
ing him of financing a 1985 
arms shipment to opponents of 
General Augusto Pinochet's 
dictatorship. 

The suit filed with the San¬ 
tiago Court of Appeals seeks 
Castro's arrest and trial for al¬ 
legedly arming a guerrilla 
movement to try to overthrow 
the Pinochet regime, which 
seized power in a 1973 coup. 

Castro is due to visit Santi¬ 
ago later this month for a Jan¬ 
uary 27 summit of Latin 
American and European lead¬ 
ers. 

Retired colonel Juan Gon¬ 
zalez, a leader of the group, 
said the aim was "to do what 


politicians don't dare to do, 
which is to arrest one of the 
world's biggest dictators." 

"History shows that the 
Castro brothers financed the 
far left to try to get the military 
led by General Pinochet out of 
the government," said Gonza¬ 
lez, who leads an organization 
of ex-military officers backing 
the late military ruler. 

The group is named the 
September 11 Corporation, 
after the date of the military 
coup that toppled President 
Salvador Allende and brought 
Pinochet to power. 

The suit references a 50- 
tonne arms shipment seized by 
Chilean police in 1985 in the 
coastal town of Carrizal Bajo 
after it was smuggled in by sea 
in northern Chile.

40 years later, abortion rights still 
contested in US 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Forty 
years after the US Supreme 
Court made a landmark ruling 
guaranteeing abortion rights 
under the Constitution, the de¬ 
cision is increasingly contested 
by opponents seeking to restrict 
access. 

The delicate question over 
whether a woman has the right 
to choose to terminate a preg¬ 
nancy — and thus, critics argue, 


end a life — has long caused 
deep and bitter divisions in the 
very fabric of American soci¬ 
ety, including several deadly 
incidents. 

In what has become a yearly 
ritual, tens of thousands of pro¬ 
life activists will mark the an¬ 
niversary of the January 22, 
1973 "Roe v. Wade" ruling by 
marching in front of the 
Supreme Court. 


This year's March for Life 
will take place three days later, 
on Friday, due to festivities sur¬ 
rounding President Barack 
Obama's inauguration to a sec¬ 
ond term. 

The pro-choice movement, 
advocating for abortion rights, 
will organize local meetings, 
diners and conferences to mark 
the anniversary. 

Polls lay bare the stark di¬ 
vide between the pro-life and 
pro-choice camps. 

A Pew poll showed that 
more than six out of 10 Ameri¬ 
cans would not like to see the 
high court overturn Roe v. 
Wade, against 29 percent who 
would like to see it struck down 

- opinions that have not shifted 
much since surveys conducted 
10 and 20 years ago. 

( On January 22, 1973, the 
US Supreme Court decided in 
its landmark "Roe v. Wade"rul¬ 
ing that the constitutional right 
to privacy applied to abortion. 
Roe was "Jane Roe," a pseudo¬ 
nym for Norma McCorvey, a 
single mother pregnant for the 
third time, who wanted an 
abortion. She sued the Dallas 
attorney general, Henry Wade, 
over a Texas law that made it a 
crime to terminate a pregnancy 
except in cases of rape or in¬ 
cest, or when the mother's life 
was in danger.) 

But abortion remains a 
heated political topic that can 
trigger the rise - or downfall - 

- of conservative politicians in 
particular. 

A flurry of abortion-related 
laws have nonetheless been 
passed at the state level, usually 
advanced by the powerful pro¬ 
life lobby and fought by the 
pro-choicers. 

In May, Gallup said there 
had never been so few pro- 
choice supporters - at 41 per¬ 
cent (against 56 percent in 
1995) - while 50 percent said 
they were pro-life (compared to 
33 percent 16 years ago). 


The anti-abortion activists 
"realize they can't really change 
the Supreme Court decision. 
They are not going to get an 
amendment to the Constitution, 
so they have adopted an incre¬ 
mental approach, state by 
state," said James Kelly, pro¬ 
fessor emeritus of sociology at 
Fordham University. 

The Guttmacher Institute on 
sexual and reproductive health 
counted a record number of 92 
abortion-related laws passed in 
2011, and 43 in 2012. 

They range across a wide 
spectrum, from measures lim¬ 
iting late-stage abortions to bar¬ 
ring health care insurance 
reimbursements for the opera¬ 
tion and a requirement for the 
pregnant woman to get a sono¬ 
gram. 

These legal restrictions "are 
different paths to the same goal, 
a goal of preventing a woman 


from being able to actually get 
an abortion, even if it's techni¬ 
cally legal," said Jennifer Dal- 
ven of the American Civil 
Liberties Union rights group. 

About 1,800 clinics provide 
abortion services today across 
the United States, but 83 per¬ 
cent of counties do not have 
such centers. There is only one 
clinic in Mississippi, a southern 
state with three million inhabi¬ 
tants. 

Despite emotions still run¬ 
ning high over the issue, ac¬ 
tivists do not resort to killing 
doctors as took place in the 
1990s. 

"They were lone wolves, 
they were operating on their 
own, insisted Kelley. 

"Abortion is never going to 
be resolved completely; it's 
something that civilization is 
going to have to deal with 
maybe forever." 


Fungal Infections of the Skin

-Athlete's foot, also called tinea pedis, is a fungal infec¬ 
tion of the foot. It causes peeling, redness, itching, burn¬ 
ing, and sometimes blisters and sores.

* Redness, blisters, or softening and breaking down of 
the skin - 

* Itching, burning, or both. 

Not all itchy, scaly feet have athlete's foot. Athlete's foot 
is treated with topical antifungal medication (a drug 
placed directly on the skin) in most cases. Severe cases 
may require oral drugs. The feet must be kept clean and 
dry since the fungus thrives in moist environments. 
Steps to prevent athlete's foot include wearing shower 
sandals in public showering areas, wearing shoes that 
allow the feet to breathe, and daily washing of the feet 
with soap and water. Drying the feet thoroughly and 
using a quality foot powder can also help prevent ath¬ 
lete's foot.

Apple, Google 
chiefs face grilling 
on 'no-poaching' 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Apple chief Tim Cook and 
Google chairman Eric 
Schmidt are expected to face 
questioning in a lawsuit accus¬ 
ing Silicon Valley giants of se¬ 
cretly agreeing not to "poach” 
one another’s workers, accord¬ 
ing to officials and court doc¬ 
uments. 

Plaintiffs' attorneys said US 
District Court Judge Lucy Koh 
endorsed questioning Cook, 
Schmidt, as well as Intel head 
Paul Otellini, after reasoning 
that high-level executives 
would know about restrictions 
on hiring talent. 

During a hearing last week 
in her courtroom in the Cali¬ 
fornia city of San Jose, Koh 
referred repeatedly to email 
evidence that included a re¬ 
quest in 2007 by then Apple 
chief Steve Jobs that Google 
stop recruiting Apple workers. 

While Cook was not men¬ 
tioned in the email messages, 
it was reasonable to expect 
that his position as chief oper¬ 
ating officer included being 
kept apprised of issues involv¬ 
ing employee expenses, the 
judge said. 


Cook took over as Apple 
chief in 2011 after Jobs 
stepped down due to a battle 
with cancer, which claimed 
his life. 

Schmidt was scheduled for 
deposition on February 21, 
while Intuit chief and Apple 
board member Bill Campbell 
was slated to be deposed the 
fifth of that month, according 
to court documents. The date 
of Cook's deposition has not 
been set. 

The lawsuit filed in 2011 
accuses a set of technology 
companies of stifling careers 
and earnings prospects of em¬ 
ployees by agreeing not to 
"poach" one another's workers. 

Lawyers representing the 
plaintiffs have asked Koh to 
grant them class-action status 
to represent all workers who 
may have been affected. A 
jury trial is set to begin in No¬ 
vember. 

The civil suit followed the 
settling of restraint of trade lit¬ 
igation by the US Justice De¬ 
partment due to the 
"no-poaching" agreement.

Liberia is for sale 


MONROVIA (AFP) - Liberia 
is selling itself slice by slice 
nine years after a terrible civil 
conflict finally came to an end, 
offering valuable resources to 
the highest bidder even though 
that could kindle tension 
among a population that often 
feels it is being sold out. 

The chairman of the Liberia 
Land Commission, Othello 
Brandy, says that 57.5 percent 
of the nation's territory has 
been alloted via concessions, 
for a total of 5.6 million 
hectares (13.8 million acres), 
of which a little more than one 
million hectares represented 
agricultural land. 

Alfred Brownell, a lawyer 
who founded the non-govern¬ 
mental organisation Green Ad¬ 
vocates estimates that at least 
120 foreign companies have 
signed concessions contracts 
in Liberia, a country the size of 
Portugal that was colonised by 
freed black slaves from the 
United States. 

"There is no capacity of ab¬ 
sorption in Liberia, no skills, 
no trained people," Brownell 
noted, "we will depend on for¬ 
eign experts." 

The lawyer defends Liber¬ 
ian communities that are af¬ 
fected by palm oil plantations 
and warns: "If we get back to 
war, it will be on land." 

The United Nations still 
maintains a peacekeeping 


force in Liberia and a panel 
warned in early December of 
the potential for land conflicts. 

Its report underscored "nu¬ 
merous underlying conflicts of 
title as well as violations of 
landowners rights," and added: 
"This has the potential to un¬ 
dermine peace and security in 
outlying rural areas." 

But Liberian President Ellen 
Johnson Sirleaf, who was 
awarded the Nobel Peace Prize 
in 2011, is under pressure to 
rebuild the nation's economy, 
Brandy said. 

He noted: "It's like repairing 
a moving car, extremely diffi¬ 
cult." 

In most cases, land conces¬ 
sions are negotiated in the cap¬ 
ital Monrovia, far from those 
who are directly affected. 

Interior Affairs Minister 
Blamoh Nelson explained that 
"the government signs for a 
general territory, areas of inter¬ 
est," and then the company in¬ 
volved goes to the area to meet 
"traditional groups and cus¬ 
tomary leaders to limit the 
boundaries." 

Nelson acknowledged that 
local chiefs do not always "un¬ 
derstand what they signed." 

An early example of a 
Liberian concession was one 
signed in 1926 with US tyre 
maker Firestone which ac¬ 
quired the rights to a half mil¬ 
lion hectares near Monrovia, 


Iraq finds extra billion 
barrels of oil: ministry 


BAGHDAD (AFP) - Iraq said 
on Sunday it has discovered 
deposits of crude equivalent to 
one billion barrels of oil after 
the first exploration work by 
state-owned firms in almost 30 
years. 

The deposits were found

Economic summit 
must tackle Arab 
Spring: Saudi minister 


RIYADH (AFP) - A two-day 
economic summit that opened 
today in Saudi Arabia must 
break with tradition and tackle 
people's aspirations in the wake 
of the Arab Spring uprisings, 
the Saudi foreign minister said. 

The minister stressed that the 
summit must tackle "the prob¬ 
lems and issues that concern 
the lives of our people. We 
must meet the aspirations of the 
people." 

Poverty, unemployment and 
social inequalities were among 
the causes that triggered a 
Tunisian uprising in late 2010 
that later spread to Egypt, 
Libya, Yemen, Bahrain and 
Syria. 

Experts have warned the 
Arab world risks losing the 
fragile gains made by the upris¬ 
ings, which brought to an end 
decades of iron-fisted rule by 
leaders in Tunisia, Egypt, 
Libya and Yemen. 

A recent economic report 
noted that unemployment in 
2011 stood at 16 percent in 
Arab countries where 17 mil¬ 


lion people out of 300 million 
are jobless. 

At the same time inter-Arab 
investments stood at a mere 25 
billion dollars across the re¬ 
gion. 

The summit in oil-rich Saudi 
Arabia is expected to discuss 
the amendment of an Arab con¬ 
vention on investments in a bid 
to bolster the role of the private 
sector, the minister said. 

The meeting would also ex¬ 
amine means of drawing up 
new financial resources to sup¬ 
port impoverished Arab states, 
he added. 

IMF first deputy managing 
director David Lipton told 
Tunisian businessmen in No¬ 
vember that Arab countries in 
transition should push for re¬ 
forms, encourage investment, 
boost productivity and create 
jobs. 

A World Bank-Gallup poll 
survey published on November 
27 stressed the regime was in 
dire need of "social safety nets" 
to satisfy the socio-economic 
demands of the Arab Spring.

DETROIT (AFP) - The green 
car market is only inching 
along in the United States, 
hampered by high comparative 
costs and limited ranges on 
pure electric vehicles, but au¬ 
tomakers remain confident 
their time will come. 

"Everybody thinks that 
everybody else should be driv¬ 
ing a green car," said Dave 
Sergeant, an auto analyst with 
JD Power. 

Automakers have launched 
a host of hybrids and electric 
vehicles in recent years with 
huge fanfare in response to po¬ 
litical pressure from the 
Obama administration to im¬ 
prove fuel economy drasti¬ 
cally. 

But lower emission vehicles 
are still struggling to find their 
public, winning over just 3.5 
percent of US sales last year, 


Nissan responded to poor 
sales of its pioneering Leaf by 
slashing the price Monday by 
about $6,000, which would 
bring it down to as little as 
$18,800 in some US locations, 
once tax breaks are considered. 

Leafs US sales rose just 1.5 
percent to 9,819 vehicles in 
2012, far below Nissan's target 
of doubling sales in its second 
year on the market.

"When you look at our sales 
for electrified vehicles, we're 
seeing growth in that market," 
said Mark Fields, chief operat¬ 
ing officer at Ford, which is 
developing a whole range of 
green cars, including its com¬ 
pact C-Max.

However, few are willing to

"Consumers are terrified by 
the range issue," he told AFP. 

Cost is another major con¬ 
cern as consumers "tend to 
have a poor ability to do the 
math in terms of what they're 
going to pay and what they're 
going to save" on a hybrid, he 
said. 

And even with big tax 
breaks, the $30,000 to $40,000 
price tag for a plug-in electric 
Chevy Volt or fully electric 
Nissan Leaf is also off-putting. 


Global sales rose 20 percent, 
well below Nissan's target of a 
50 percent increase. 

General Motors managed to 
triple the sales of its plug-in 
electric Volt to nearly 23,500 
vehicles last year, but that re¬ 
mains well below the largest 
US automaker's target of 
35,000. 

"Unless gas prices go up to 
five to six dollars a gallon, we 
don't see a major shift in this," 
Sergeant said, noting that US 
consumers have become ac¬ 
customed to gasoline priced at 
around $3.25 a gallon.

4 injured, 8 
arrested in 
Bulgarian 
fan fight 

SOFOIA (AFP) - One police¬ 
man and three football sup¬ 
porters were injured and eight 
people were arrested in clashes 
between some 300 football 
fans in downtown Sofia, the 
interior ministry announced 
Sunday. 

About 300 supporters of 
football arch rivals CSKA and 
Levski were involved in the 
fight, some armed with batons 
and metal rods, the ministry 
said in a statement. 

Three fans, aged 14,17 and 
28, were hospitalised after the 
fight but were in a stable con¬ 
dition while one policeman 
sustained an arm fracture, the 
ministry said. 

Media reports said one of 
the supporters had been 
stabbed with a ski pole in the 
face, while another had knife 
cuts. 

Six fans of Levski and two 
of CSKA were arrested, the 
ministry said, adding it would 
likely make more arrests. 

Media reports said CSKA 
fans had gathered to attend a 
basketball game at the opening 
of a new hall at their Bulgarian 
army home ground when they 
were attacked. Other reports 
said the fight was organised 
via social media. 

Levski and CSKA are Bul¬ 
garia's most popular teams and 
traditional arch-rivals and their 
fans frequently clash. 

Bulgaria's football league is 
now in its mid-season break 
with matches resuming on 
March 2.

Richard Hamilton scored 20 
points and Carlos Boozer and 
Joakim Noah both notched 
double-doubles for a Bulls 
team that claimed a third- 
straight win and their fifth suc¬ 
cessive win on the road.

Boozer scored 19 points and 
grabbed a season-high 20 re¬ 
bounds, while Noah finished 
with 14 points and 13 re¬ 
bounds. 

Boston's Raj on Rondo 
scored a season-best 30 points 
and handed out seven assists. 
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He led the Celtics back from 
an eight-point deficit early in 
the fourth quarter but fouled 
out with 1:16 remaining in 
over-time. 

Kevin Garnett scored 16 
points and Jared Sullinger 
posted 15 rebounds for the 
Celtics, whose season-high 
six-game winning streak has 
now been followed by two 
straight defeats. 

Trailing 70-62 in the early 
stages of the fourth quarter, 
Boston engineered a 12-4 
scoring run that included six 
points from Garnett to knot the 
score at 74-74 with seven min¬ 
utes to play in regulation. 

Rondo made one of two free 
throws to give the Celtics their
